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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

Species I: the metal coordination compound in claim 2; species II: the metal 
coordination compound in claim 5; and species III: the metal coordination compound in 
claim 7. Note that species I and species II, both having carbazole ligands, differ from 
one another by having different substituents Xi to X 7 . Species III does not have 
carbazole ligands. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

recited in the generic claim 1 , has been disclosed in Takiguchi et al. (US 
2003/0068535). More specifically, corresponding to said metal coordination compound, 
Takiguchi et al. discloses a metal coordination compound having a general formula of 
ML m L' n , wherein M is Ir, Pt, Rh or Pd; L and L' are bidentate ligands; m is 1 , 2 or 3 and n 
is 0, 1 or 2 with m+n = 2 or 3; the ML m portion is represented by 




and the ML' n is one of the followings: 
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A specific example of the metal coordination compound is the following [0139]: 




This compound reads on the metal coordination compound of the generic claim 1 . 
Accordingly, the common subject matter among the listed species is not novel. 
Consequently, the listed species do not share a special technical feature and, as a 
result, the listed species are not considered to be unified by a single general inventive 
concept.
